The object of the schome set out in the rules which follow is to grant. 
to married Government officers stationed in Oaleutta, Alipore or Howrah a 
measure of relief against the difliculties experienced by such officers in 
obtaining suitable house accommodation at a rent proportionate to their 
emoluments. The scheme proceeds on the principle that ‘a married officer, 
who, by, the terms of his appointment, is’stationed,in any of those pilaces,.

6. Properly proportioned furnaces, flues and chimneys are the 
basic factors for efficient smoke abatement increasing the power of the 
plant and reducing the overhead and fuel expenses. During the year 
the Commission examined and approved 79 plans of which 70 were made 
~ in the offiee#f the Commission. P on request were also supplied 
‘to mills outside the controlled area and to other Provinces. In this 
respect the Commission’s wide experience as service was always at the 
disposal of the owners, " ; 
4 7. Following the general trend throughout e'world, some of the 
larger mills have fitted appliances for using low @rade fuel and in those 
of the cases in which the design was good, excellent results have been 
obtained. In others there has been considerable trouble with smoke, 
when using the smokier coal, as the system for supplying air to the 
fires gives an unbalanced distribution. However, action is being taken 
to rectify this defect. 


The most advanced and promising installation is that of a large jute 
mill recently completed, ‘nd fitted with air preheaters. The preheating 
of the air for burning the coal was originally introduced for abating 
smoke and after many yeas has become an economié achievement jon 
a large scale. ‘This particular installation is understood to be the first 
of its kind in India. There is no economizer the waste gases from the 
boiler eat the air. The temperature of the feed water to the boiler 
is raised the exhaust from the auxiliaries and bleeding from the 


main enginé. The results are remarkable both for fuel economy and 
smoke reduction.

8. Recently, the rice mill owners represented that owing to the 
present trading conditions more fuel is being used than the profits of 
» the indystry can stand and requested assistance. The Commissioners 

‘decided to investigate whether the present method of using live steam 
from the boiler for steaming paddy could not with suitable manipulation 
be replaced by the exhaust steam from the engine. This, if successful, 
should reduce the total fuel consumption by over 25 per cent., and also 
reduce the smoke. 


9. The solids in smoke (soot, grit, ash, etc.,) cause the greatest 
damage to health and property, and the achievements in smoke reduc- 
tion have not always secured the desired reduction of the objectionable 
solids. Recently in one of the most successful smoke departments, 
where a remarkable reduction of smoke had been effected, they. had the 
apparently astounding experience that the total discharge of solids had 
increased.

Character of the season.—As indicated in the preceding forecast, the outturn was 
considerably reduced in the important districts of Malda and Murshidabad, owing 
drought in the former and cloudy weather and untimely rainfall in the latter, Damage 
by hail was also repo from some places, In the lesser districts of 
Jalpaiguri and Faridpur the crop was helped by the showers of early March. Later on, 
excessive rainfall accompanied by hail at reaping time in April caused further damage in 
the districts of Nadia, Jessore and Mymensingh. On the whole, the season was a fair one 
for the crop. ‘ 


According to the District Ofticers’ estimates the total area sown is 130,500. 
acres this year as against 126,400 acres last year. 


Outturn.—The provincial outturn, as worked ont ffom district estimates, is 69 per 
cent. of the normal.as against 64 per cent. last year. Taking the normal yield to be 84 
maunds per acre, the gross yield of the crop for the province is estimated at 27,600 tons 
this year as against 24,800 tons last year. ’ + 


At the end of April, the average wholesale price of wheat at the principal marts of the 
province was Rs, 6-15 per maund or about 4°7 and 32'1 per cent. higher than the prices 
ruling at the corresponding periods of last year and the year preceding, respectively. The 
average wholesale price of common rice at the principal ety oe the other hand, was 
Rs. 7-2-3 per maund or about 1°5 and 25 per cent. higher than the prices ruling at the 
corresponding periods of last year and the year before, respectively.
